This is a decision on the petition filed Apr.'.l 2, 2002, pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.137(b), to revive the above-idem. if led application. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The above-identified application became abandoned as a result of 
petitioner's failure to timely file an Appeal.

A Notice of 
Abandonment was mailed on January 30, 2001. 

With the instant petition, the petitioner fii ed a request for a 
continued prosecution application (CPA) of tlt^ above-identified 
application under 37 CFR 1.53(d), and met alj other requirements 
for a grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.137 (I-). The above- 
identified application is again abandoned in favor of the CPA, 
filed September 10, 2001.
